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DETAILED ACTION 

Answers to Applicant's Arguments 

1 . The claim objection of tine office action mailed 02/23/2009 has been withdrawn 

due to Applicant's amendments. 

2. The 35 U.S.C. §112 rejections of the office action mailed 02/23/2009 have been 
withdrawn due to Applicant's amendments. 

3. The 35 U.S.C. §103 rejections over of the office action mailed 02/23/2009 have 
been withdrawn due to Applicant's amendments. 

4. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 14 and 17-20 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or make obvious the adsorption filter claimed in independent claim 20. 
In particular, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious the adsorption filter of 
independent claim 20, where the phrase change material in chamber (1) consists of 
only phase change material with a relatively high phase change conversion 
temperature, and where the phase change material in chamber (2) consists of only 
phase change material with a relatively low phrase change conversion temperature, and 
where chamber (1 ) is on the fuel vapor end, while chamber (2) borders the fresh air 
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end, so that chamber (1 ) is upstream of chamber (2) with respect to the direction of flow 
through the adsorption filter. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
